A COMPLETE SET OF PLANS, DETAILS AND SPECIFICATIONS 
DESCRIBED. 


The following is a list of what is included in a set of plans, details and 
specifications. Excepting the blank contracts they are all hand work, made to 
fit each particular case and with the owner’s name thereon. 

Tue Founpation Puan is drawn to 1 inch scale and shows the shape and 
size in feet and inches of all walls, piers, footings and posts in the cellar; of what 
material and how located; shows size and location of doors, windows or other 
openings; shows hatchway if any; cellar partitions, plumbing fixtures, chimneys 
and ash pits and their footings; cistern with inlets and outlets; depth of cellar; 
location of furnace with its air pipes and cold air supply, and any other features 
peculiar to the cellar of the particular house. 

THE Fioor Pians show the shape and size of all rooms, closets and _ halls; 
the location and size of all windows, doors and other openings; gas and electric 
lights if used; plumbing fixtures, warm air registers or radiators. ‘These plans 
are drawn to: / inch scale. 

Tue Evevations are complete working drawings of the exterior of the build- 
ing, showing everything as it should appear when done. ‘They are accurately 
drawn to 1 inch scale, and are susceptible of being measured in every way and 
are authority on all points. Elevations of three sides of the building are always 
given and on the more expensive buildings a rear elevation is also sent. 

Tre Exrertor anp Inrerior Deratts show the construction of every part 
of the building. Full size sections are given of all frames, gable and porch finish, 
cornices, brackets, etc. The interior finish of all doors, windows, and other 
openings is given, together with all grilles, newel posts, rails and stair finish. 
These details are drawn on paper 36 inches wide by about 8 feet long. When 
the object to be detailed is too large to be shown on sheets of this size, scale 
drawings of large size are given. 

THe SpeciricaTions minutely describe the character and quality of all 
materials required. ‘They explain the uses of the drawings and give rules governing 
the contractor. ‘They are very explicit on all points and in every way protect 
the owner’s interest. ‘Two blank contracts are sent with each set of plans. 
These contracts are of most approved form and embody all needed clauses

EXTRA SERVICES. 


SUPERINTENDENCE is charged for according to the time required and the 
distance to be traveled. In making the working plans the intention is to so fully 
equip the owner with the necessary knowledge that visits will not be necessary. 
In some cases, however, they. are desirable and the charges for them are made 
as low as possible. Full superintendence includes the following: Visit to advise 
and locate site (no charge is made for this visit except expenses); to assist in 
contracting and start work; to inspect before each payment and to settle before 
final payment.

Britis or Mareriats are needed by the owner only if he intends purchasing 
the materials himself. ‘These will be furnished for one-fifth of the cost of the 
plans additional.

As nearly every manufacturer of shop work has a different way of listing, 
it is best to send the plans to the mill, ask for a bid on the complete shop bill and 
let them make their own list. In fact they will usually refuse to bid on other 
lists than their own and they cannot bid unless the plans are sent. On this account 
any list of shop work is not of much value for the purpose of getting bids, but 
will assist the owner or builder in making estimates. 

If a list of the coarse lumber which covers the piece stuff, sheating, shingles, 


siding and flooring is all that is desired, we will furnish this without extra charge.

This dwelling is 48 feet wide by 32 reet deep, exclusive of porches. Cellar, 
7 feet 6 inches deep. First story, 9 feet 6 inches; second story, 8 feet 4 inches. 
Stone foundation, brick cellar partitions. Side walls clapboarded, roof shingled. 
All exterior wood work painted, excepting outside doors, which are finished in 
natural wood. The vestibule, hall and three rooms in the first story are handsomely 
finished in hardwood; kitchen and second story finished with pine. All natural 
wood finish, Maple floors in kitchen, pantry and bathroom. Oak floors in hall 
and dining room. Kitchen, toilet room and bathroom are wainscoted. The cellar 
has laundry, furnace room and vegetable cellar. ‘The attic is hoored for storage, but 
if so desired, sleeping rooms could be had there. ‘The first floor bed room can be 
used as a library, and is intended to be so used by those who do not wish a bed room 
on the ground floor, This is a generous colonial dwelling, liberally treated both 
outside and inside. The rooms are of fair size and sufficient in number to provide 
for a large family. ‘To get the best effect this house should occupy quite a large lot.

The width of this house is 33 feet; the length, 39 feet 6 inches in both dimensions, exclusive of porches, 
Cellar, 7 feet 6 inches deep. First story, 10 feet; second story, 9 feet. Stone foundation, Brick cellar division 
walls. The first story is of brick; the second story, frame, covered with shingles. Roof shingled. All shingles 
stained. Balance of exterior wood work painted except outside doors, which are finished natural. Oak is used for 
interior trim in the hall and three rooms below, with yellow pine in the balance of the house, Paneled wainscoting is 
used in the hall and dining room, with plain wainscoting in the kitchen and bathroom. Maple floors in kitchen, 
pantry and bathroom. Oak floor in dining room. All wood work on interior finished in natural wood. There is a 
cemented cellar under the whole house containing furnace room, laundry, vegetable room and coal room. The 
interior of this house is beautifully finished with a considerable amount of hand carving. Another feature is the 
number of open fires used, there being one in every room on the first floor except kitchen, While not large the house 
is fairly elaborate and will give an air of substantial comfort and richness.

This design shows a fairly large house, late in design and liberally treated. It presents an 


effective appearance and has a convenient floor arrangement. As the beauty of the exterior depends 
so much on the color scheme adopted, it should be selected with care. While other combinations 
could be used it is the intention to stain the roof shingles green or silver gray, stain the second

story and gable shingles a leathery brown, and paint all smooth wood work an ivory white. 
width of this house is 35 feet and the length 51 feet 6 inches, not including porch. 
6 inches deep. Stone foundation. 


First story, 10 feet; second story, g feet. First story sided; 


second story, gables and roof shingled. A considerable amount of galvanized iron is used, the 
ridges, finals and panels on tower being of this material. Chimney trimmed with cut stone. 
Outside doors and porch ceilings finished natural; balance of exterior wood work stained and 


painted as above indicated. Oak is used for trim in vestibule, hall and four rooms below; balance 
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of trim, yellow vine. Maple floors in kitchen, pantry and bathroom. The oak finish is quite 


elaborate, especially the front stairs and grill in sitting room. There is a cemented cellar under 
the whole house, with birch division walls, containing laundry, furnace room and vegetable cellar. 
The house is piped for gas and has a substantial and handsome system of hot and cold water 
plumbing. 

Cost, $4,300, including a plumbing system, but not including a heating apparatus. 

Price of plans, details and specifications is $55.00. 

In the above design the bed room in first story would in most cases be used for a library. 
When this is done the plumbing fixtures in the first story bath room should be moved to the toilet 
room on second floor, which would be necessary in order to accommodate a bath tub without 


crowding.

This design shows a large and handsome stone dwelling, liberally treated with 
rich and elaborate details. It will easily care fora large family, and if located on 
grounds befitting the character of the house will make a beautiful and luxurious 
home. With but few changes the house can be built of brick, or brick and frame, 
stone and frame, or even all frame. In the latter case, while the general outline 
can be preserved, yet for obvious reasons the details would need to be changed. 
The house is 43 feet 6 inches wide, and the length, including the front porch, 
is 68 feet 6 inches. Cellar, 7 feet 6 inches deep. First story, 10 feet 3 inches; 
second story, 9 feet 2 inches. ‘The foundation and superstructure is of stone, the 
foundation being range work or coursing, with the body of the house broken 
range or irregular squares. Cut stone trimmings. Slate roofs, copper ridges and 
finals, doors, sashes and porch ceilings finished natural. Balance of exterior wood 
work painted. Oak is used for trim in hall and four rooms below, with ash 
for the rest of the house. Maple floors in kitchen, pantry and bath room. 


Oak floors in hall and dining room. The oak finish in this dwelling is especially 
rich. There is a paved cellar under whole house, having laundry, furnace room, 
vegetable cellar and wine room. The attic is large and roomy, is floored, but 
not otherwise finished. The house is piped for gas, wired for electricity, has an 
elaborate system of plumbing, with soft water tank and motor pump. 
Cost, $16,000, including a plumbing system, but not including heating. 
Price of plans, details and specifications is $200.00. 


The interior finish of the above dwelling is elaborate. Paneled wainscoting is 
used in the hall and dining room. ‘The ceiling of the dining room is richly paneled. 
All of these panels are made of veneers of selected wood molded and executed in 
the best manner. Hand and machine carving is freely used on the trim in the 
principal rooms. The floors in the principal rooms below and above are highly 
polished oak floors, finished with wax.

This dwelling is 33 feet 5 inches wide; 44 feet 5 inches long, not including 
porch. Cellar, 7 feet deep. First story, 10 feet; second story, 9 feet 6 inches. 
Stone foundation. The outside walls are 10 inch, hollow brick walls. Roof slate. 
Outside doors, sashes and porch ceiling finished natural. Balance of exterior wood 
work painted. Yellow pine is used for inside trim in this house throughout except 
stairs, which are oak. Maple floors in kitchen, pantry and bath room. All inside 
trim finished in natural wood. There is a cemented cellar under the whole house 
with brick division walls, containing space for laundry, furnace room and vege- 
table cellar. Attic is floored, but not otherwise finished. The house is piped for 


gas and has a good system of hot and cold water plumbing. This is a brick 
dwelling of good grade, free from useless ornamentation, with rooms and con- 
veniences enough for the average family. 

Cost, $3,700, not including heating, but including plumbing. 

Price of plans, details and specifications is $45.00. 

If instead of using a hollow brick wall for outside walls, the house should 


be veneered with brick only using frame construction for the balance, about 
$350 could be saved from the estimate given.

WHAT THE ESTIMATES INCLUDE. 


The estimates include the necessary masonry, carpentry, metal 
work, painting and finishing for the proper construction of the dwellings. 
A cistern is included, as is also the cementing of the cellar. In some 
places plumbing is included, in others not, as is mentioned in the descrip- 
tive matter. Mantels, range, furnace or other heating apparatus is not 
included unless specifically mentioned that they are. In these matters, 
when so desired, advice will be given the owner regarding quality and cost. 


GENERAL INFORMATION AS TO COST. 


It usually costs more to build in the large cities than in the smaller 
places. Also in some of the prairie states, where materials have to be 
hauled long distances, it costs more than in states close to lumber supply. 


Wages in the smaller towns are usually lower than in cities and it is 
quite often the case that stone for foundations can be had in villages for 
the simple cost of hauling. Local conditions exert great influence on 
the cost of building, hence when ordering plans the customer will do well 
to give all the information possible. Generally speaking, if there is a 
sewer in the street, a system of plumbing with hot and cold water, includ- 
ing the ordinary kitchen and bath room fixtures, can be installed for from 
$175 up, with $200 as the average. If a tank and force pump is added 
to the system the cost will be about $40 more. A furnace costs from $125 
to $200. Steam or hot water heating apparatus costs from $250 up. 
Mantels and grates, including tile front and hearth, will cost from $35 up.
